1. UNHCR representative IN BRAZIL, GUY PRIM, TOLD CON3EN OFFICER 

NOVEMBER 4 THAT TWO CHILEAN REFUGEES (REFTEL) HAD BEEN ACCEPTED 
BY GOVERNMENTS OF NORWAY AND BELGIUM FOR RESETTLEMENT. PRIM 
COMMENTED THAT OTHER REFUGEES NOW IN BRAZIL, PRINCIPALLY OF 
argentine origin, had DEMONSTRATED THEIR SOLIDARITY WITH HIM 
VIS-A-VIS THE TWO CHILEANS' PUBLIC EFFORTS TO SPEED UP THEIR

CAREAGA, STATED THAT WHILE DETAINED IN A PRISON PROBABLY LOCATED 
IN THE EASTERN ZONE OF BUENOS AIRES, SHE HAD VERBAL CONTACT ON 
AUGUST 19 WITH ANOTHEE-WONAN-EHISONER IN AN ADJACENT CELL WHO SAID 
THAT SHE WAS LAWYERKTERESA ISRAEL-WHO HAD DISAPPEARED APPROXIMATELY 

X MONTHS EARLIER.^ ISRAEL SUPPOSEDLY HAD BEEN VIOLENTLY TORTURED
